PROVISIONAL  SPECIFICATION  left  by  Frederick  Colwell  Maguire  at  tbe

I,  Frederick  Colwell  Maguire,  of  Stamford,  in  the  County  of  Lincoln, 
5  Gentleman,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  the  said  Invention  for  “  Certain 
Improvements  in  the  Utilization  op  Sewage  Manure,”  to  be  as  follows : — 

This  Invention  consists  in  raising  by  steam  or  other  power  sewage  to  reser¬ 
voirs  of  sufficient  height  and  space  for  the  operations  of  machinery  either 
internally  or  externally,  to  allow  such  sewage  to  traverse  the  variouse  lines  of 
10  railway  or  roadway  in,  through,  or  along  stone,  earthenware,  or  such  other 
pipes  or  channels  as  may  be  most  convinient  and  economical  for  the  purpose 
required,  with  enclosed  receptaeles  at  the  various  railway  stations  throughout 
the  three  kingdoms,  or  depbts  on  the  various  roadways,  to  allow  of  it  being 
carried  away  from  such  stations  or  depbts  in  manure  distributors,  or  taken  in 
15  pipes  to  any  farm,  homestead,  hamlet,  village,  or  townland  within  the  three 
kingdoms  aforesaid,  for  the  purpose  of  inigation  and  fuctification,  or  both.
